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CoMMERCIAL relations between the United States 
and Spain have been resumed with apparently greater 
cordiality and certainly greater activity than ever be- 
fore. The figures of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics 
show that both the imports into the United States from 
Spain and exports from the United States to Spain 
were, with a single exception, greater in the calendar 
year 1901 than in any preceding year. Our imports 
from Spain during the year ending with December, 
1901, amounted to $7,040,758, and our exports to Spain 
were $16,785,711. Comparing 1901 with 1891, it is 
shown that our imports from Spain have grown from 
$4,906,475 to $7,040,758, and that exports to Spain 
from the United States have increased from $12,887,477 
to $16,785,711. Comparing present conditions with 
those of 1898, it appears that our imports from Spain 
have increased from $3,608,308 in 1898 to the above 
mentioned figure, $7,040,758 ; and our exports to Spain 
from $8,050,475 in 1898 to $16,785,711, as already 
stated. 





Frank H. Mason, one of our consuls to Germany, 
points out that Germany’s foreign markets have been 
the salvation of the manufacturers of that country, as 
follows: 

“Tf there is in the history of the present crisis in 
Germany one definite, pertinent object lesson for the 
study of other nations—especially the United States— 
it is the manner in which many of its industrial and 
commercial interests have been sustained and carried 
through this period of stagnant and inert local markets 
by a well-established and skillfully supported export 
trade. During the years of her prosperity, Germany had 
laid the foundations of her foreign commerce broad and 
jeep. She has trained her young men for efficient com- 
mercial service in foreign lands and has subsidized new 
steamship lines and sent her ships, bearing not only her 
manufactured goods but her banking capital, her engi- 
neers and her constructors to the remote,regions of the 
varth. In some instances, this may have been done un- 
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wisely or to excess; in others, the profit may be meager 
and long deferred, but, broadly speaking, the reward 
of all this wise foresight and careful preparation has 
already come. As the Tageblatt says: 

“Our exports reveal no decline, but in some ‘im- 
portant respects they even show an increase. The ’man- 
ufacturers of machinery are living principally on their 
work for export to other countries.’ ”

THE VALUE of genius is strikingly shown by the 
fact that the Wireless Telegraph Company of Great 
Britain has recently secured policies aggregating $750,- 
000 on the life of Marconi. The insurers, who have put 
large sums of money into the development and perfec- 
tion of Marconi’s ideas, realize that his death would 
mean a complete loss of their investments, and take this 
method to protect themselves. In commenting on this 
action, The New York Commercial says: 

“It is rare indeed that the success or the failure 
of a business enterprise is so completely bound up in 
the life of one man—so almost absolutely dependent 
on his personal achievements. Here in the United 
States we can scarcely imagine the mere passing of one 
man ‘as wrecking the fortunes of a business corporation. 
A Schwab, a Frick, a Rockefeller or a Havemeyer might 
die almost any day, and still the corporations with which 
their names are inseparably linked would proceed. pros- 
perously, with little or no interruption in their affairs ; 
so little, really, has personal genius to do with them. 
But the death of Marconi might set back the perfecting 
of the wireless telegraph for a century, perhaps. <A 
genius of that sort is not born every day; it. hardly ap- 
vears oftener than once an age. It is therefore the more 
highly to be prized—becomes at once an insurable asset 
in any enterprise with which it becomes associated.”

The coil in this heater consists 
of ten cast-iron sections, which are connected by wrought 
pipes, and are so constructed that the water constantly 
flows from circumference to center while passing 
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through the coil, and absorbs almost every unit of heat 
from the powerful gas flame, it is claimed. The coil 
is surrounded by a casing consisting of two thick- 
nesses of sheet steel] and two of asbestos, with an air 
space between, so that no heat is lost by radiation. 
The water tubes have plugs, and are easily cleaned 
or replaced. A 3-inch flue pipe may be attached to 
the collar at the top, but it is not necessary. The heater 
is 10 inches by 10 inches by 29 inches.

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BORN STEEL PLATE RANGES. 








The Born Steel Range Co., Cleveland, Ohio, are 
to be complimented on the artistic catalogue they have 
just issued, describing their line of Born’s steel ranges. 

These ranges have the walls and sides made of true, 
strong, cold-rolled steel plate, gauged in thickness to the 
strain it must stand, 

The back and both ends are made of one continuous 
plate, and the front of another, so there are but two 
joints on the outside. The end walls and those around 
the fire box and reservoir are double thick, with an inter- 
lining of asbestos board. 

The sides and top of the steel oven are extra heavy, 
shaped from a single plate, flanged at front and back, 
and closely riveted to the walls. The patent removable 
bottom is perfectly level and smooth and so clamped 
and braced in position as to be easily removed without 
damage to the range, if it should be necessary. 

The drop door is steel inside and planished iron 
outside, with either smooth malleable iron frame or 
ornamental cast frame, polished and nickeled. The oven 
is properly ventilated and is provided with a very con- 
venient perforated steel rack. The fire box has a coal 
gtate, reversible for wood, and a locking device on the 
front which keeps it from dropping back. 

The oven damper operates from the front. Cast 
shields at both sides of the top flue keep the heat in, 
protect the steel walls and cover the oven joints. The 
flue bottom, between oven bottom and floor, is double- 
thick steel, with a heavy interlining of asbestos board. 
This causes the oven to bake well on the bottom and pro- 
tects the floor from burning. Further protection is af- 
forded to the floor by ventilators near the bottom which 
allow cold air to circulate under the range. In the bot- 
tom flue is placed an adjustable slide that is a valuable 
feature in suiting the flues to the draft of different 
chimneys. 

The large warming closet is strictly original in its 
design. Back and both ends are made from a single 
sheet of steel and the top is put on with a double seam. 
Front framework of polished and nickeled steel bands 
and the brackets running down the range top make it 
rigid and substantial. The closet door turns up and 
back inside at a touch. The finest planished iron of a 
beautiful blue color is used in making it, and the design 
or panel is stamped in it with an expensive die. The 
edges are turned over a heavy wire to keep it from twist- 
ing and bending like other doors. The closet extends 
over the reservoir and is therefore much larger than 
other makes. The patent hot water reservoir, placed 
next to the fire box, furnishes hot water without other 
atterition than keeping it filled. In appearance the 
Born range is neat and attractive. Handsome panels 
of planished iron cover the ends so that no rivets show.

The principle of this generator is to- heat 
great volumes of air by bringing it in direct contact 
with an extensive and properly heated surface.

The sections are of cast iron and are long and hollow 
with corrugated sides. They are placed upright, on 
end in the generator, around and on a lower deck, and 
just above the grate surface.

AN OVAL LUNCH BOX AND AN OVAL TEA 
BOTTLE. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I will endeavor to describe an oval lunch box. It 
has a movable bfass ring on each side wherewith the 
user may carry same on his back, as is the custom. 
The size to cut the body of the box is 18 inches long 
by 214 inches wide, while the rim for the cover should 
be a strip 18 inches long by 114 inches wide. They are 
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both pleated or folded, the body being folded on the 
inside while the rim may be outwardly treated. This 
being done, they are turned the required form and both 
made secure by a soldered seam. The bottom, Fig. 2, 
now needs attention. It is, as the pattern illustrates, 
oval in shape, it being “clapped on” the body or side 


of box and neatly soldered. The movable brass rings 
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are now secured at each end as Fig. 1 illustrates. Hav- 
ing done this one part of the box is completed. 

Our next respects are to be paid to the cover or 
lid, of which Fig. 3 is the pattern used. It is “hol- 
lowed” or “blocked” as shown in Fig. 1 and is “clapped 
on” rim, which, with a movable ring attached at each 
end, completes its simple construction. 

The companion piece to the above is the one most 
carried by men and is known as a “tea bottle.” It is oval 
and is a receptacle for carrying the tea. The body has 
a lock seam and is “swaged” in two places to protect 
it from the rough treatment it usually receives, while 
the conical top is “clapped on,” as is also the bottom. 
The conical top generally has a soldered seam and the 
neck does not differ in this respect. The edges of han- 
dle are folded or lapped and are run through burring 
machine when same is riveted to conical top before 
said top is soldered to the body. They are easily and 
quickly made, a good man being able to turn out six 
dozen a day. F. A. E.

Certainly the art of obtaining a situation is interesting 
to the employe, and (as it seems) the art of obtaining 
a satisfactory tinner is still more difficult to master, to 
judge from past experiences. The great majority of 
employers with whom a tinner has to do, wants a man 
that is able to cut any pattern that may turn up, must 
be competent to figure out and plan steam, hot water 
and furnace heating plants, do all kinds of job work 
that may come in to the shop, put up pumps, windmills 
and implements, be “A No. 1” on roofing, spouting and 
gutter work, be a first class salesman, be willing to spend 
all his leisure time in his employer’s interest, join 
churches and societies with the object in view of draw- 
ing trade to his employer, not object to work a few hours 
overtime without remuneration, and, if he also is able 
to play five or six musical instruments and can beat any- 
one in town singing, he will be all the more appreciated. 
Last, but not least, he must love stove blacking and take 
great delight in the exercise of carrying stoves weighing 
close on to 1,000 pounds up two or three flights of 
stairs. Such a man can have steady work the year 
around, at from $1.00 per day and board if single, to 
$10 or $12 per week if married. “Sioux.”

NO SMALL ACHIEVETSIENT. 


The agreement recently made between the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Company and the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, should prove 
of es great benefit to the tinplate trade as the annual 
conferences of the Stove Founders’ National Defense 
Association and the Iron Molders’ Union have been to 
the stove trade. Both in the manner by which this 
agreement was brought about and in its most important 
provisions there is shown the great strides that have 
been made in recent vears toward greater friendliness 
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and co-operation between capital and labor. It is no 
smal] achievement to reach in peaceful and amicable 
conference an understanding by which 100,000 men 
and their employers determine to make strikes prac- 
tically impossible and to settle every dispute that may 
arise by discussion and argument instead of by strikes 
and lockouts. Such a proceeding inspires the present 
with renewed confidence and the future with stronger 
hope. 

The methods by which this most laudable arrange- 
ment was brought about were simple, straightforward 
and eminently rational. Leaders of both sides decided 
to meet and talk over conditions with a view to elim- 
inating features which heretofore have been a source 
of disquiet and danger to industrial harmony. The 
employers met their men more than halfway, and when 
the conference was ended a friendly arrangement had 
been reached which comprises a “continuous scale agree- 
ment” and does away with the annual period of un- 
certainty, idleness and a possibility of conflict which 
heretofore has been a serious feature of the trade rela- 
tions.

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A NEW STORY OF SAWDUST. 


From time immemorial sawdust has been used so 
widely and so exclusively for floors and circus rings 
that many people have come to the conclusion that it 
was never intended for any other purposes, says Judge. 
But now science comes to the front and opens the eyes 
of the world with an announcement that its true qual- 
ity of greatness has been discovered, and that it will 
shortly become famous as the basic ingredient of a 
cattle food. People of ordinary habits of observation 
have noticed that cows find satisfaction and delight in 
banqueting on the foliage of boughs that swing within 
easy reach. And they have also made note of the 
fact that horses find a unique joy in nibbling wooden 
posts. It will thus be clear to persons of subtle rea- 
soning power that the cow in devouring the foliage 
exhibits a yearning for the sawdust of the tree quite 
as plainly as does the horse for his hitching post in 
a granulated form. Let us therefore trust that saw- 
dust may improve the cow’s milk and the horse’s speed 
to such an extent that hay will be cultivated only 
for the department store tea trade. Let us also trust 
that the sawdust of the balsam may cure the beeve’s 
tuberculosis, and that of the cottonwood improve the 
sheep’s wool, while the horse-chestnut, reduced to pulp, 
may be to the racer what catnip is to the cat. Then 
so to speak, all wheat and no chaff,

and will disclose nothing in the pm of waste, with 
the exception of the knot- holes. 


TIN DEPOSITS BECOMING RARE. 


Dr, Wahl, in the Journal of Franklin Institute, 
observes that it is a curious fact that the known de- 
posits of tin in the world are far less extensive in 
area than those of gold. Specifically there are about 


132 square miles yielding workable gold deposits to 
every square .mile containing commercially available 


tin deposits. There is scarcely a country in the world 
in which gold might not be profitably obtained or from 
which it has not been obtained in the past, but there 
are at the present time probably not more than a dozen 
districts in the world where tin is being mined. The 
famous tin deposits of Cornwall are about exhausted, 
and the same is true of the deposits-of Bohemia, Tus- 
cany, southern Spain and the Pyrenees. In all the vast 
area of Asia there are but two workable districts— 
one in China and the other in the Straits Settlement and 
adjacent principalities, from the latter of which by 
far the largest quantity of metal has been obtained in 
recent years. Africa has no known deposits, and but 
little is produced in South America. Several deposits 
have been discovered in the United States, but not in 
profitable quantities. Australia and New Zealand con- 
tain the most promising new deposits, though at present 
they only produce about one-tenth that of ‘the Straits. 
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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
pit TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

There is less excitement but more strength in iron 
and steel. Agricultural implement manufacturers have 
bought heavily of bars, Pittsburg sales being reported 
at 100,000 tons. Almost all of it, however, at old 
prices. New buyers must pay the advance of $2 per 
ton demanded. 

Weather conditions and floods limited production 
in February, and stocks are smaller than a month ago. 

What sales of pig iron are noted this week have 
been at advances of 50 cents per ton. 

Illustrations of the strong situation in all lines 
are given in the reports that bar manufacturers are 
sold five months ahead; rail mills are sold ‘ahead for the 
entire season; steel and wire mills have booked orders 
for three months’ capacity, and the valley furnaces have 
sold three-quarters of their entire year’s production. 

Special strength is noted in old material, which is 
generally scarce. 

Light rails are $2.50 per ton higher. Skelp has 
advanced from $2 to $3 on demand from the pipe trade, 
and, all in all, the innate strength of the situation has 
practically never been surpassed. 

With the anticipated early opening of lake navi- 
gation the heaviest movement of iron ore ever re- 
corded is looked for. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are continually in heavy demand. 
Prices have not changed and remain at $2.20 in single 
carload lots; small lots at $2.25 to $2.30. 





CUT NAILS. 

The manufacturers of cut nails having advanced 
their prices 5 cents last week, it is probable that local 
jobbers will follow this advance this week. At present, 
however, cut nails are still quoted at $2.20. 





BARB WIRE. 

The demand for barb wire is steadily increasing. 
Prices remain unchanged at $2.80 for painted and 
$3.10 for galvanized in single carload lots, with 5c 
extra for small lots. 





PLAIN WIRE. 

Plain wire is in constant demand and this keeps 
the mills running to their fullest capacity. This ma- 
terial is quoted today at $2.20, base, in small lots from 
stock. 





CORDAGE. 

Sisal rope is quoted on the basis of 7-16-inch and 
larger, from 914c to 10c per pound, and Manila rope, 
on the same basis, at 1314c, with a rebate of 14¢ per 
pound for large quantities, 


WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in oil, in lots of 500 pounds or over, 
is quoted at 6c per pound; in lots of less than 500 
pounds, 614c per pound. 





LINSEED OIL. 
City raw linseed oil is quoted at 63c to 64¢ per 
gallon, according to quantity. 





SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 
Southerns, 46c to 4614c per gallon; machine made 
barrels, 4614c to 41c per gallon. 





SHEETS. 

All the mills are busy and report that they have 
all the business they can well take care of. The recent: 
floods in the East and the scarcity of cars have de- 
layed shipments to these parts to a considerable extent. 
We quote No. 27 black from store, 3.30¢ to 3.40c, and 
galvanized, 70 per cent to 70 and 214 per cent 





STRUCTURAL STEEL 

The mills are behind in their deliveries to such 
an extent that only regular customers can be supplied 
with structural shapes and even these are limited to 
those who have contracted to erect buildings and have 
their plans prepared. But the mills cannot guarantee 
delivery, but can only promise to do the best they 
can under the circumstances. We quote mill ship- 
ments, carload lots, as follows: Beams, 15 inches and 
under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; angles, 6x6 
and under, 1.75c; over 6x6, 1.85c; plates, 1.75c; base, 
tees, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c; lots from store, angles, 2.50c; 
minimum ; tees, 2.55c, minimum; beams and channels, 
2.50c per pound, minimum. 





RAIL AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

The prices on track supplies are advanced 10c 
per hundred. All mills are ‘sold up for the next six 
months; on heavy rails deliveries cannot be expected 
before November, and on light rails within three to 
six months. We quote as follows: Standard rails, 
$28; light sections, $34 to $36, according to size; out 
of store, $40 to $44; splice bars, 1.80c to 1.90c; spikes, 
2.15¢c; track bolts and hexagon nuts, 2.90e to 3.90c; 
out of store, 3c to 3.10c; square nuts, base, 2.75c to 
2.85c; out of store, 2.85¢ to 2.95c. 





PLATES. 

The demand for plates from store is active and 
prices have been advanced on small orders. We quote 
as follows, Chicago delivery: Tank steel, base, 14-inch, 

.Y5 to 1.85¢; flange steel, 1.90c to 2c; marine steel, 
1.95¢ to 2.10c; firebox steel, ordinary, 2c to 2.10c;
